FIRE IN CAPITOL. 
“RECORDS IN DANGER.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Dec. 28.—The Ter- 
ritorial Capitol building caught fire 
about 9:30 o'clock tonight in the fur- 
nace of the steam-heating plant on 
the basement floor.

The reception the Olym- 
pla at Cartagena was friendly. 

The naval authorities here received 
instructions from Washin-ton Christ- 
mas Day not to send the cruiser At- 
lanta, the converted cruiser Mav- 
flower, and the gunboat Castine to 
Cartagena with the Olympla, as pre- 
viously projected. The Olempila there- 
fore sailed for Cartagena alone at

“The chambermaid who had the 
making-up of the Choiseers’ room says 
and will so testify, that these men al 
ways had two revolvers under their 
pillows.

When 
Hawley entered the room, Choleser 
grabbed for the revolver lo the place 
where the chambermaid had seen it 
twenty times, and where Hawley saw 
it once.

He had 
on in the room, had already fired at 
least one shot, the revolver was not 
found mi the rcom afterwards, and 
there is u bullet hole in the hallway, 
which proves beyond controversy that 
the 1 Choisser shot at Murphy 
as Murphy stood in the hall. I don’t 
care how many Cloughe peeped 
through a transom and sav they saw 
what they could not see. Murnhy cer- 
tainly could have killed Choisser any 
step of the fifteen, but he did not shoot 
until the young man had «hot at him.

They fear that 
the waters of the entire New San Ga- 
briel River will be diverted from the 
present course of the stream and 
eweep through Norwalk, inundating 
many ranches and valuable farm lands. 

Farmers called on the Board ot Su- 
pervisois yesterday and voiced a sol- 
emn warning. 

The troub.e has come because of a 
new railroad bridge built by the Fa- 
cific Electric R. R. Co. it is thie that, 
it ia feared, will be the direct cause of 
the fiand. The bridge is on the Win- 
ticr road about three miles and a half 
from Norwa:k. The farmers who have 
lived around there for many years 
calm that it is constructed in such 
a way that floods wil ve surely caused 
Dy the first heavy rains. 

It is a bridge bulit on piles instead of 
on spans. The old-timers fear that 
when the driftwood comes Yr 
down the river at high water, 
bris will be caught aud turn the X 
into a- huge dam; that the river wal 
seek the airection of least resis.ance, 
and turn out over the iow lands to- 
Wald Norwalk. It is claimed that the 
whole country around there is buwi.t 
on o.d4 river bottoms, and that Norwalk 
lies in the path of an oid course which 
the river once took.

railroad men would not have 
built that kind of a bridge,” he said, 

“if they only knew the wid tears that 
river goes on sometimes. The fret 
heavy rain that comes, that river has 
got to go out of its channel or that 
bridge has got to go out of the river.” 

He said that the apenings between 
the plies are too small to permit the 
driftwood to pass uniess it 
to be steered straight. 

Mr. Orr was fouowed by IL. W. 
Houghton, another big landholder, who 
has been in the country nearly all his 
life. He told what happoned to another 
bridge like that. e said it was 
washed out with one hundred yards 
of track, ties, rails and ah. The track 
was carried over a mile and was land- 
ed in the middle of his ranch. 

Chief Engineer Pilusbury of the rail- 
road company had a few words to say 
in defense of Rls bridge. He said it 
had the largest openings of any bridge 
of the kind he knew of, and he believed 
that the driftwood would pass it. He 
added that the company had arranged 
to station men night end day on the 
bridge with poles to fend off debris 
when it rains, and that the company 
had already gone to heavy expense to 
have the bed of the stream cleared 
out, so that the driftwood would not 
come down the river as formerly. 

One of the ranchers inferrupted him, 
blazing out, “You know that it would 
be impossible to fend off this flood, No 
mortal hand can control that river 
when it is angry.”
